UNWISE ARMY REDUCTION. 
The Senate’ will soon’ be called upon 
to -consider the Army. Appropriation 
bill. As it came-from the House, it 
provides for a force of 11,000 officers 
and 115,000 men, although Secretary 
Weeks and General PersHine have 
protested that the present authorized 
estrength of 13,000 officers and 150,000 
men should be retained to carry out 
the purpose of the National Defensé 
act, Briefly, that purpose is. the ‘or- 
ganization and maintenance of an 
army consisting of a regular estab- 
lishment which shall not only perform 
routine post and garrison. duty in the 
States, on the Canal Zone, in Hawaii 
and in the Philippines, but shall, 
through its officers, traifi the National 
Guard-and the reserves, which consti- 
tute the second line of defense. Gen- 
eral J.-G. Harporp, the Assistant Chief 
of Staff, declares that..the regular 
army cannot do its work with less than 
the present complement. ue There is a 
minimum .limit,’’: he aays, ‘' below 
“which you cannot.go with safety. 
‘* Something muat give way; either the 
‘* training of the citizen soldier, which 
** we regatd as our principalbusiness, 
‘*or the coast defenses and the ordi- 
* mary: work of the regular army. ”

Every nation that thirsteth for jus- 
tice «may /enter, and. without other 
price’ than ‘promising in .advance to 
abide by the Court's decisions, to re- 
frain from war over the matters in: 
controversy and to meet a.part of the 
expenses of the hearing. The League 
determines the personne! of the Court. 
But*it is conceivable that such terms 
could be made by the United” States 
as would permit us to take part in. 
naming members of the Court in cases 
of vacancies. In any event the United 
States could not ask for better terms, 
in respect of the representative and 
personal fitness of the Judges, than 
have been granted eyen without Amer- 
ica’s participation. 


SHORT CUTS .TO JUSTICE. 

The Tribunal of Arbitration, which 
is already open for the service of busi- 
ness men and. others, ‘strikes‘at the 
roots of an-ancient evil. , English court 
practice. was designed to protect the 
humble citizen from royal and aristo- 
crhtic tyrannies. Not only trial by 
jury but restrictions as to admissible 
evidénce, thé right of appeal and a 
multitude of formalities. of ‘procedure, 
were established for the then sufficient 
reason that the comnion man ‘was en- 
compassed by , powerful overlords all 
too disposed to encroach upon his 
rights and liberties. Trials still joer 
take of the nature of a sporting con- 
test, the object of which isnot so 
much to éstablish the truth ‘as to give 
the contestants. ‘* fair play.”’. Under a 
republican government, the basic sit- 
uation is reversed. ‘The source of all 
law is the people and its administra- 
tion is wholesomely responsive to pub- 
lic opinion. Formalities that were 
once indispensable have become not 
merely superfluous but a cause of vast 
expense and delay.’ Today the chief 
deféct in our institutions is the lack 
of a short cut to justice. 

By: virtue ‘of a law quietly passed in 
1920, at the instance of the Arbitration 
Society of America, parties agreeing to 
arbitrate, or under; contract to do so, 
must abide by the. judgment gf the 
arbitrator without appeal. No evi- 
dence will be ruled out on technical 
grounds as ‘‘ irrelevant,’’ ‘* imma- 
terial ’’ or’*‘ Incompetent.'’ ‘The com- 
mon sense of the arbitrator. will be 
supreme and. the. proceedings aimed 
sitfiply at determining the ‘facts. 
There will bé no marshalitig of ex- 
pensive and contradictory. expert testi- 
mony, no falsely dramatic appeal to 
the passions andthe prejudices of 
jurors. ‘The arbitrator has power to 
stimmon witnesses, and. when. his 
judgment is rendered it may be en- 
forced like any. other judgment, 
large number of business and «pro- 
fessional men of high standing have 
offered to se as arbitrators with- 
out ensation. ‘Thus the deter- 
mination of disputes will dot only

THE RAILWAY OUTLOOK. 

The oecasion of the President’s din= 
ner to, the railway officials is said to 
be the, dilemma created for the In 
state Commerce. Commission. by 
Transportation act. The commission 
desires to reduce rates, but the act 
requires that the rates_should yield a 
reasonable return on the commission's 
Valuation. It isdrue that railway net 
earnings are increasing, but this is due 
to @conomy in operation, mot larger 
traffic. —Total operating reyenues are 
less than last year, despite some in- 
crease of carloads. The large gain in 
net ‘comes entirely from cutting ex- 
penses, mostly in wages, but to some 
extent tn materials and othér} costs, 
and too much in neglect of full up- 
keep. * 

Looking ahead, the railways see 
both large traffic and large expenses. 
In April more cars:were ordered than 
in the whole first quarter of the ‘year. 
For the year to date the car orders 
.are double those for: all 1921: How 
are the cars to be paid for if rates are 
reduced by $150,000,000 or more? 
How is the country’s business to be 
done if the cars kre too few and moré| 
track is torn up than is laid ‘down? 
No one argues*that the -roads should 
be made profitable by paying wages 
that are too low. -They were unduly 
high under Government operation and 
were paid from taxes, not from earn- 
ings. The just’ wage is to be got at by 
comparison with what other workers 
earn in similar occupations. ~The rafl- 
way. wage trouble is ,concerned not 
withthe trainmen, but the shopmen:. 
The wages which the latter. receive 
are above “the prevailing rate, 
their efficiency is below that in trades 
not under the rules of the Railroad 
Labor Board. By contracting out 
from under those rules the New York 
Central reports that the increase in 
efficiency was 40 per cent. The roads 
cu.mnot pay wages on that scale and 
yet endyre a reduction in rates.

that the present civil service systenr is 
weak in that under its adininistration 
incompetent and otherwise undesirable 
employes are retained in office. There- 
fore a considerable number of thought- 
ful .pe regard present methods. as’ 
in: the nature of a lesser, evil. ~ They 
would not return to the spoils system, 
but they complain of things as they are. 

The comparatively few intelligent per- 
sons who believe that. ‘‘to the victors 
belong the spoils” are for the most part 
too young to have first-hand knowledge 
of scandals lof the Federal civil 
service In- the seventies and early 
eighties.. The baldheads know pbout the 


fore the ‘Federal Civil Service law. be- 
came operative, but’ even these still: ye 
much room for improvement. 

In addition to observing editorial com- 
ment from all parts of the country, the 
writer has discussed problems of civil 
service with business men in. a number 
of cities which have municipal civil ser- 
vice laws, and in practically, every in- 
stance he has found that there“is a feel- 
ing that all civil ‘establishments operat- 
ing under. laws requiring. competitive 
examinations, whether Federal, State_or 
municipal; are carrying so much dead- 
wood on the payrolls that the so-called 
merit system ‘is an expensive institu- 
tion. 

No .4uality inherent in civil service 
laws protects the incompetent; yet under 
the ‘operation of the civil, service laws 
mahy employes are retained who should 
be dismissed. Under the Federal law, 
when it is proposed to remove a clas- 
sified civil service employe for imefti- 
clency “or misconduct, the head of the 
department under which the employe 
works is the sole judge as to whether 
he ts efficient or not, or whether he has 
‘done wrong or not, and whether he 
should be removed or not.’ The employe 
is entitled to: be given a statement ‘in 
writing setting forth the. reasons for his 
proposed remoyal and to have an oppot- 
tunity to make reply. Although the em- 
ploye may make reply, the matter may 
end there ifthe employing department 
so rules; The decision ‘rests with the 
employer.’ There is no further hearing 
unless the*employing officer wishes it. 
The publicity In the-matter is the safe- 
guard ‘against the abuse of the power 
of removal, The employer must. go on 
record and the employe may go on rec- 
ord, but the employer is the judge. The 
President alone has the legal right to 
depart from this procedure, 
™ That is what the Jaw provides and 
that is what takes place in-the Federal 
civil service—theoretically.. What actu- 
ally oceurs. with disquieting frequency 
is something quite different. By some 
strange process which no one seems to 
understand, the amount of ‘‘* influence,”’ 
either in their respective offices or from 
the outside, that civil employes are able 
to marshal to their aid when occasion 
arises is in Inverse ratio to their worth; 
An explanation of this anomaly may be 
that those who are able to stand on 
their own feet do not cultivate in- 
fluence. -So, when clerk John Doe, who 
is paid $1,600 a year and earns about 
$3 a.week, is slated for removal he pro- 
duces in his support an array of influen- 
tial. friends difficult to: deny. ‘The re- 
sult is that Doé, the incompetent, is 
carried along, year after year, and year 
after year his number multiplies:

For the past three years in Germany and 
Russia there has been a good deal. of talk, 
both on the street corners, and in weil-in- 
formed circles, of a. ‘* Vierbund."* Americans 
on hearing these discussions have usually 
dismissed the. idea with a careless: gesture, 
as too visionary to ever be realized in fact 
or as not concerning us. in.our retreat be- 
tween two protecting oceans. . 

Today, however, the ““‘Vierbund~” begins 
to disclose itself before the eyes of the world. 
At Genoa the terms of an agreement between 
Russia and Germany haye been made public, 
‘and it is probable that further terms of a 
more intimate character have not been made 
public.. It is said that an agreement has 
been reached between the Siberian Soviets 
and the Chinese of Manchuria. The ‘ Vier- 
bund” is taking shape, just as the logic of 
circumstances made. it inevitable that some 
day it would. 

The ‘* Vierbund,’’ or ‘‘ League of Four,’ is 
an alliance between Germany, Russia (Euro- 
pean and Siberian), China and Japan. The 
entry of China into such @ league seems 
more problematical than that. of ~ other 
three ‘nations. 

The “ Vierbund ” will roof two eitibactlt 
The two difectors of the league, the Prus- 
sians df the East and of the West, inhabit 
the two extremities on the seaports. Once 
organized, the intermediate - territory can 
supply minérais and food for any conceivable 
demand of either peacetime or wartime. Best 
of all, from the directors’ standpoint, the 
intermediate territory will dispose of 400 mil- 
lion décile labor-animals who detest strife, 
who only wish to be let alone to raisé food 
and to bay manufactured goods from the 
directors’ factories.

CARNIVAL OVER THE HUDSON 


Four Thousand Watch Boats Ma-' 
notuvre at Opening of New 
Air. Season. 


What was described as a new passen- 
gér-carrying seaplane record was estab- 
lished yesterday afternoon. when the 
Aeromarine flying cruiser Mendosa, with 
twenty-seven passengers aboard, flew. 
from Keyport, N. J., to the city air- 
port, at Bighty-second Street and the 
Hudson. The Mendosa, an enclosed 
plane, luxuriously furnished, was a fea- 
ture of a flying-boat carnival that at- 
tracted a throng of 4,000: * 

The Mendosa flew from Keyport. to 
the city, an air distance of thirty miles, 
in. twenty-one minutes. The huge craft, 
painted white and flying ah American 
emblem from one of its stay wires, cir- 
cled over Riverside Drive and _ then 
gracefully alighted on the surface of 
the river. The cruiser *‘ taxied’ into 
shore, where an opportunity of inspect- 
ing it was accorded visitors. 

Laurence La Tourette Driggs, founder 
of the American Flying Club, said the 
plane, seen here for the first time, was 
the last word in modern construction 
ahd equipment. 

“It will not be long before the public 
will adopt this mode of transportation 
as a necessity,” he said. ‘‘ Why travel 
by railroad to Atlantic City, for exam- 
ple, a journey of hours, when you can 
fly there just as comfortably in seventy- 
five minutes? ’’
